E. Wilson, also a member of the legisla- 
ture, in St. Louis. According to White 
he was first approached by Browne on 
May 24, 1900 while the voting was go- 
ing on for a- United" States senator. A 
deadlock existed for some time. Browne 
asked White if he would vote for Lori- 
mer and White said he could nnd would. 
On May 2,"i they met again and Browne 
said he would pay $1,000 and a share of 
the "jack pot" for White's vote for Lor- 
imer, according to the. statement. 


Next day Lorimer was elected by a 


joint ballot, many Democrats voting for 
him and White was among this number. 


Browne Paid the Money. 


White says Browne paid him $100 in 


the next week at Springfield. Later at 
Chicago, While alleges Browne paid him 
$50 and then 8850. At the time of re- 
ceiving the last sum. White says Browne 
had $30,000 in a belt he wore.

FIRST CHANGE IN 40 YEARS 


New Price List Adopted is- the Same as 


Charged By Physicians in Other Parts 


of 
the State—Action Adopted 
By 


Thirty-five Doctors After Due 
Con- 


sideration, 


After May 1st, the physicians of this 


city will increase prices for their ser- 
vices. This has been known for a num- 
ber of days, but not officially given out 
until this afternoon. 


"The same general causes that have 


operated to advance prices of commodi- 
;ies, of wages to the working man, of 
salaries for official services, etc., during 
the past few years," said one of the 
leading physicians, on being asked, for 
:he reasons, have now become BO imper- 
ative in effect that the physicians of this 
city find it necessary to 
change 
the 


schedule of fees which they hove held to 
during the past 40 years, and advance 
prices in a moderate degree. 


In Kenosha, Oshkosh, Madison, Ap- 


pleton, Janesville, La Crosse, Green Bay, 
Sheboygan and other cities in this state 
the charge for office consultation is one 
dollar, and for ordinary day visit, one 
dollars and fifty cents. These prices have 
now been adopted here and will be put 
into effect on May 1st. Charges for night 
calls and for obstinal cases and for two 
or three other items of professional work 
will be advanced a little. Surgical cases 
in general will be taken care of at prac- 
tically the same rates. 


"The physicians in this city have had 


the matter under consideration for some 
time, but have delayed action until they 
could decide upon a fair and juft fee 
bill that would be reaeonable, and sat- 
isfactory to all and rot be oppressive to 
any. 
The amount of charitable work 


done by physicians is very large—much 
larger than the average person imagines. 
No ore can reasonably object to the ac- 
tion taken by the 
medical 
fraternity 


when the demands upon them are under- 
stood. 


"It is net possible to state at this 


time a specialized list of item? of charge, 
but no doubt later on the public will be 
mode acquainted with the facts in de- 
tail. Thirty-five physicians have acted 
with unanimity in this matter with great 
care and consideration for all concerned. 
The fee of $1 per day x-isit has not been 
changed- in forty years."

AS TO WATER RIGHT CLAIMS 


The governor of Colorado has decided 


the government has no title to rivers and 
that in consequence there is no danger 
whatever of the state being interfered 
with by the government authority as to 
doing anything they are pleased to do 
with their water powers. The governor, 
ut least in the published remarks, makes 
no distinction between the unnavigable 
streams und the navigable, and it is not 
risking 
much to uny that the United 


States irovi-rninent will be found to have 
a good deal to say as to the diversion of 
water from navigable rivers. The gov- 
ernment also beyond a doubt possesses 
a clear title to the waters that flow in 
navigable or unnnvigable waters down 
to the ereeks over and in every acre of 
public domain not ceded to the states;. 
The. question as to government author- 
ity over (lowing waters in states that are 
admittedly not navigable is quite anoth- 
er matter, and in fact not believed to be 
under government control, but in state 
control. 


Tlio Colorado governor, however, lias 


thoughts upon this subject of control, 
and his views are certainly well worth 
giving publicity by the press. In his 
address at Denver he further said on the 
water question: 


'•There is infinitely more doing of a 


trend toward monopoly from congres- 
sional control than from state control. I 
spent several years in congress, nnd 1 ob- 
served that agents of monopoly were, in 
attendance in numbers and possessed far 
more inllnencc in the halls of congress 
than they do in the legislature." 


"James R. Carlield spoke on conserva- 


tion of water rights, the state nnd feder- 
al control of water power sites, and the 
general principles of conservation. He 
pointed out the monopolization of water 


j power sites and defended the policy of 


former President Roosevelt on conserva- 
tion, lie advocated co-operation by the 
state and federal governments ntid said 
it was pnrt of the executive duty to 
keep within the law."

If it were not for the cold storage houses 
packers could not at all control absolute- 
ly the market as they unquestionably do 
control. 
So meats are kept for weeks,

veare, and consumers eat the dangerous 
stuff and wonder why modern diseases 
like grip act so differently.
